Resolution Is Introduced To 


Repeal U.S. Neutrality Act 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25. 
(AP) — Senator Kenneth 
McKellar (Dem., Tenn.) in- 


| troduced in. the senate today

to repeal the 
neutrality act which bars the 
arming of United States mer- 
chant ships and prevents 
them from entering combat 
zones. 

Declaring that the act is “in 
direct conflict with our freedom 
of the seas policy,” McKellar said 
that the law should be repealed 
outright, 

The Tennessee senator has been 
a consistent supporter of the ad- 
ministration’s foreign® policy, but 
there was no immediate indication 
as to whether he introduced the 
repeal resolution with the know- 
ledge of senate leaders. 

President Roosevelt said Tues- 
day revision or repeal of the act 
is being studied, indicating action 
might be forthcoming next week. 

McKellar said he thought that 
while the law is on the statute 
books, the government is “paying 
virtually no attention to it” and 
for that reason # ought to be re- 
pealed.

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Good But Not Good Enough 


Canadians can hardly pride them- 
Selves, or rest content, at the outcome 
of two and a half months of voluntary 
curtailment of the waste of gasoline. 
The appeal was launched early in July. 
The net result has been a drop in con- 
sumption to a point six per cent below 
the figures for the corresponding per- 
iod last year. For the preceding months 
this year consumption was 20 per cent 
more than for the first six months last 
year. Roughly, the amount now being 
used is 26 per cent below the level in 
the early part of this year. 

That is a good showing, but not good 
enough. It is far from the 50 per cent 
curtailment that was asked for. It is 
plain that all across the Dominion great 
numbers of motorists have responded 
loyally to the call; but equally clear 
that large numbers have not done so. 
As supplies are still low and certain to 
remain low, the heedless ones are com- 
mitting continuous acts of something 
very like sabotage, against the drivers 
who refrain from waste, against their 
own prospect of getting fuel a few 
weeks or months hence, and in some 
measure against the all-out expansion 
and operation of our fighting forces at 
home and oversea. 

Patriotism, prudence and fairness 
all demand that unnecessary driving 
and wasteful methods of driving be 


stopped. 
We Can't Leave It To Russia | 


For Canadians, as for the people of 
Britain, of the United States, and of 
every other country who do not want to 
lose their freedom and become as the 
people of France, the moral of Ghe Rus- 
&ian reverse in the Ukraine is clear. 


The Russians have been putting up | 


a splendid fight, but we can’t leave it 
to them to win the war for us. They 
might not be able todo so. They might 
get tired trying if they found they were 
not getting a full measure of support 
from countries whose fate is equally at 
stake. They are not fighting to save 
the democracies, but to save them- 
selves. They have a right to expect the 
democratic peoples will make the same 
effort they would have made if Russia 
had not been drawn into the conflict. 

When Hitler suddenly attacked his 
economic ally he added to his enemies 
in the field armies totalling perhaps 
sixteen millions of men. A wave of en- 
couragement and of confidence surged 
through al) the nations at war with the 
Axis, and all the nations still neutral 
but hostile to the Hitler plans. Confi- 
dence is one thing, but over-confidence 
is quite something else. Hitler made a 
mistake when he took on this new an- 
tagonist. But the democracies will 
make just as bad a mistake if they 
slacken efforts of any kind because he 
did so. The way to capitalize on his 
folly is to redouble their own exer- 
tions.

The 
opponents of the Administration range all 
the way from honest but misguided 
pacifists and partisan politicians to Nazi 
agents, and to those who openly predict 
civil war if the policy of the President is 
pursued. While the world darkens, we 
observe the disgusting spectacle of poli- 
ticlans opening a campaign for their own 
election in 1944 on the platform of 
American catastrophe and “I told you so.” 

All these things are taken into account 
abroad. Lindbergh's speeches are printed 
verbatim in Spain as pro-Nazi editorials. 
Spain is the most important country for 
Latin America, and Senator D. Worth 
Clark lets out a blast against the Good 
Neighbor policy and advocates a North 
American imperialism. The subcommittee 
of the Senate investigating the movies 
infers that the Administration’s support- 
ers are all British agents or Jews. 

America Disunited 

Thus, at the moment when Russia is 
in a most critical situation and Britain 
must make momentous decisions, America 
presents a picture of raucous disunity and 
unreliability.
